“nunclations and asccticisms of Bud- 
dhism, all centre, like the origin of 
man himgelf, in Eastern Asia. And 
the more one studies the expressions 
of religious belief current in Europe 
the moro one realises that their 
real source, if.not the solar disc it- 
self, at any rate is in that region 
which gets its name, the Orient, 
from the rising of the sun. 

This book gives an interesting 
account of the deities and demons 
which have called forth the adora- 
tion and awe of the teeming 
millions of Persia, India, China 
and Japan, 

A composite work is almost 
bound to suffer from inequality 
“and lack of cohesion. In these 
respects, however, this book seems 
to suffer less than most. 

The Editor’ in his Introduction 
has viewed religion more in the 
light of the resultant product. 
There ig often a danger lest writers 
who do this may turn history into 
a divine drama and marshal the 
events to suit the idea; or if they 
cannot, give the whole theatre of 
things up to chaos, and like Father 
.. Newman, when he realiaes the facts 
won’t fit his’ theory, simply say, 
“either there ‘is no Creator, or Ho 
has disowned His creatures.” 

But there is no danger of uny 
such treatment of history by Dr. 
Couchoud, In’ a masterly and all- 

’ too-brief Introduction he leads us 
to the heart of the whole. studies. 
“To penetrate to the heart of a ¢i- 
vilization we ought to begin with a 
knowledge of its gods, And in the 
very end that is what we come back 
to. The creation of the gods is the 
most national, the most secret, the 

‘slowest, “the loftiest, of the works 
of man. It is the supreme achieve- 
ment of his profound experiences. 
It is the mysterious fruit of minds 
in the mass.

WAR DEBTS. 


India.* 

Colonel Seymour Sewell is going 
to Englund to prepare for the ex- 
pedition, which leaves for Aden in 
August, 1933, and will be away 
about nine months. Voyages in the 
Arabian Sea and the Indian Ocean 
lasting about three weeks will be 
earried out from Aden in a ship 
equipped with special scientific 
apparatus. 

The expedition will try to obtain 
by sonic soundings evidence con- 
cerning the hypothetical continent! 
of “Lemuria,” the former existence 
of which is suggested by the 
similarity of the fauna found on the 
Indian apd African coasts of the 
Arabinn sea. It is hoped to find 
traces of submerged 
peaks, 

The expedition will also study the 


ithe zonal distribution of the marine. 


fauna along the coasts from depths 
of 50 fathoms’ to the sea-bed, in 
some parts 2,500 fathoms below the 
surface, 

Large nets will be toned through 
the water at various depths to ob- 
tain specimens of marine sanmals 
that live in mid-water, never coming 
to the surface and never going to 
bottom. Special attention will be 
paid to the distribution of fauna 
between 50 and 1,000 fathoms. 

A study will also be made of de- 
posits of calcium carbonate, -glau- 
conite and red clay. : 

Funds for the expedition are be- 
ing provided by the trustees of the 
late Sir John Murray, F.R.S., of the 
Challenger Expedition. They in- 
vited eminent oceanographers all 
over the world to submit suitable 
programmes for the expedition, and
